U.S. Envoy in Beirut Is Fired On, 
But No One Is Injured in Incident

BEIRUT — The motorcade of the U.S. ambassador to Lebanon, 
John Kelly, was involved in a shooting incident Thursday with 
imTitiamgn while traveling through the Christian area of East Beirut. 

The police said the shooting began after the ambassador’s body- 
guards fired in the air to dear a way through dense traffic. No rate 
was hurt in the incident, but the ambassador's bulletproof official 
limousine was hit by at least one bullet. 

A spokesman for the U.S. Embassy, which is located in the 
Christian suburb of Auker, confirmed that an incident occurred 
while a convoy of vehicles carrying Ambassador Kelly was traveling 
through East Beirut. No one was injured, the spokesman said, but 
gave no additional details. 

Christian militia sources played down the significance of the 
incident, saying that shooting broke out after an argument between 
the ambassador’s bodyguards and militiamen belonging to the 
Phalangist Party of President Amin GemayeL 

Firing in the air to dear traffic has been a daily practice during 13 
years of civil war in Lebanon. 

The Christian Voice of Lebanon radio said U.S. diplomats “in- 
formed security authorities the shooting was not an assassination 
attempt, only a misunderstanding." 


Camels Steal a March on Thirsty Cattle in Deserts of Kenya

WAMBA, Kenya —Its hide feds like 
an old shoe brush, its rubbery hump 
wobbles like a loose tire and it often 
breaks into a galumphing jig at the sound 
of a drum. 

As well it might. Hie caxnd, soft-foot- 
ed arian of the desert sand, is. back in 
favor. Ona scorned by Western devdjop- 
ment expats as the embodiment of all 
♦hat was wrong with Third World tech- 
nology, it is being rediscovered in Ke- 
nya's arid north by a new generation of 
p lanner s. They say it is the answer to one 
of Africa’s most vexing problems: dying 
land. 

Across the continent, miles of drought* 
prone grassland are. grinding to dustun- 
dra the sharp hooves and ideates chop- 
pers of countless cattle. As the grass 
wears away and the ground dries up, the 
/-atti* keepers, Africa's pastoralnomans, 
are finding it more and more difficult to 
stay afive. 

• Enter the one-humped camel, able to 
chum out mOk during long dry spells, 
rwiri of the weeds and scrub that the 



cattle leave behind and equipped with 
usra-£rieadly, pie-shaped feet. 

“From aB points of view — mflk pro- 
duction, environmental impact, mobility, 
survivability — the camd is vastly superi- 
or to the cow,” said Darnd Stiles, a Unit- 
ed Nations diy lands specialist. He is a 
member of the Camd Forum, a group of 
Kenya development experts, ranchers

Skeptics caution that the “neo-came- 
lists,* as one critic calls them, arc over- 
selling the camel's abilities. They fear 
that the cameTs charm for the develop- 
ment set has as much to do with exoti- 
cism as utility. But these are small voices 
in the sweffing camd chorus.

Still, White 
House aides were trying to put the 
best race on a meeting that they 
once hoped would result in a com- 
pleted treaty reducing long-range 
strategic arms. 

The aides described very lough 
bargaining on the arms issue that 
left many key issues unresolved, 
and as they left Moscow, White 
House expressed growing pessi- 
mism that a treaty could be com- 
pleted during the Reagan adminis- 
tration. 

“As lime passes, it gets increas- 
ingly unlikely,” said one official 
f amil iar with the arms talks. 

Another official added that the 
Soviet leaders now seemed to be 
waiting for the new administration 
that takes office in January, and are 
holding back on some potential 
concessions in the arms talks in 
order to set a positive tone with the 
new president. 

White House staffers also admit- 
ted that the seven agreements that 
were signed in Moscow, covering 
such issues as student exchanges 
and fishing rights, amounted to 
very little. 

However, the officials noted, 
they brought to47 the total number 
of bilateral pacts signed in the last 
three years. 

“Are they big agreements ? No, 
they’re peanuts,’ 1 said one White 
House aide. “But that’s corral- 
budding. You're slowly building up 
a relationship of trust and agree- 
ments.”

Reagan Again Muffs Russian Lines 

MOSCOW (Reuters) — President Ronald Reagan find a last-minute 
salvo Thursday in the battle of the proverbs, but it went right by a baffled 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev. 

Is his Kremlin farewell speech, he attempted to say, using Russian 
words, “The forest blooms from Whitsunday onward," as an assessment 
of the summit me e tin gs since he arrived in Moscow on Whitsunday. 

The proverb left Mr. Gorbachev and his wife, Raisa, looking just as 
puzzled as when Mr. Reagan stumbled ova another traditional Russian 
saying in his arrival speech. Mr. Reagan attempted to say, “It was bean, it 
wasn't rushed" upon his arrival in Moscow, implying that agreements 
should not be rushed. Bemused Russians watching the speech on televi- 
sion had difficulty understanding a word because of the president’s 
pronunciation. 

Shultz Tells of KGB Encounter 

BRU SSELS (Reuters) — Secretary of State George P. Shultz drew 
laughter from fellow NATO foreign ministers on Thursday when he told 

them about a brush he had with the KGB in Moscow, diplomats reported. 

Mr. Shultz said the incident occurred after a dinner when Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev invited him to see a particular part of the Kremlin. Mr. Shultz 
briefly lost track of his host as he turned to say goodbye to Foreign 
Minister Eduard A Shevardnadze. When be moved to follow Mr. 
Gorbachev, he found his way barred by an armed KGB official who at 
first refused to let him past 

When the incident had been sorted out, Mr. Gorbachev asked, “You 
aren’t afraid of the KGB, are yon?" Mr. Shultz replied that he waswhen 
the other party was carrying a weapon.

It was exciting to have President Reagan 
in Moscow, but, truth be told, it will be 
gpod to have him oul The need he appar- 
ently felt to soften his human rights tone 
was leading him to attribute Soviet lapses to 
some neutral ungovernable “bureaucracy 
He was becoming less an attentive observer 
than something or an uncritical booster of 
Soviet reform. Nor is enduring comfort to 
be taken from his reports on bis warm 
persona] rapport with Mikhail Gorbachev. 
We note, however, that the fascination of 
this summit meeting was precisely to watch 
the president's earnest striving to come to 
terms, for Himself and symbolically for mil- 
lions of other skeptical but hopeful Ameri- 
cans, with the sense of new horizons that his 
and Mr. Gorbachev’s policies have created. 
That his passage sometimes pleased and 
sometimes dismayed various Americans 
does not detract From its importance. 

With four summit meetings now marked 
down in less than three years, the superpow- 
ers may be getting to the welcome point 
where these encounters no longer generate a 
demand for hard results — treaties, agree- 
ments. Not that such results are unworthy, or 
that summits should be reduced to meander- 
ing chats. The Moscow summit meeting 
could be considered well spent, however, just 
for its testing of the human rights factor. Mr. 
Reagan came on strong but fair. The issue is 
not one on which accommodation is likely, 
but it must continue to be addressed- 

What do the two men have in mind for 
the coming months? Mr. Reagan, with an 


eye on the approaching end of his term, 
perhaps hopes to win Soviet consent to his 
vision of ‘‘star wars" before his successor 
treats it as a card for trading. Bat it does not 
seem probable that new deads will be quick- 
ly cooked up or urgent that they be made. 
Mr. Gorbachev, who tried and failed to 
force the pace of decision on strategic arms, 
is heading into a well- publicized period erf 
political testing. Although no opportunity 
should be lost for progress on arms or on 
human rights or on regional fronts, priority 

should go to ensuring that the main gains 

registered so far are secured. 

U.S. confidence in arms control would be 
strengthened by seeing Moscow comply 
with the unprecedented missile dismantle- 
ments and verification intrusions of the 
INF Treaty. This work, to start in weeks, 
should help in the essential task of broaden- 
ing political support for a sound strategic 
arms treaty. Similarly, American re a d i ne ss 
for cooperation in regional conflicts would 
be strengthened by seeing Moscow make 
good on its Afghan commitments. 

Summit meetings make theater and occa- 
sionally they make history — and it is not 
unknown for them to make large misunder- 
standings and mistakes. We think it as well 
that the two principals did not try to hasten 
or force new accords for which there was 
act yet sufficient preparation or agreement.

Beware of the Mullahs 


It is mid-October. A candidate for presi- 
dent trails badly in the polls. But then he 
dramatically announces the freeing of sev- 
eral hostages in Beirut. He insists this 
came about because of his skillful infor- 
mal diplomacy. He promised no more in 
return, he says, than to normalize diplo- 
matic ties with Iran and to release Iranian 
funds still blocked in U.S. accounts. Only 
after the election does the rest come out — 
that he also promised ransom to Iranian- 
backed gangs in Lebanon. 

Is such a scenario imaginable? It should 
be, because it resembles what has happened 
in France. Only days before. the recent pres- 
idential election, the rightist challenger, 
Prime Minister Jacques Chirac, announced 
the freeing of three Beirut hostages. After 
the vote, it became apparent that he prom- 
ised everything but the Eiffel Tower In 
return — up to $30 million in ransom to 
three guerrilla groups, trade concessions for 
Iran and freedom for jailed terrorists. 

Mr. Chirac lost, yet President Francois 
Mitterrand feds bound to honor at least 
some of the promises. Hence, the cmly dear 
winner is Iran, whose rulers thus refined their 
skill in manipulating democratic elections. 

Their first success was in 1980, when Aya- 
loDah Kuhoflab Khomeini used the Tehran 
hostage crisis to defeat President Jimmy Car- 
ter and confirm extremist rule in Iran. The 
hostages were released oily at the moment 
that Ronald Reagan, who had denounced 
Iranians as “barbarians," was taking office. 

By 1984, Tehran was no longer afraid of 
the new president; and in March, gunmen 
in Beirut kidnapped William Buckley, nom- 
inally of the U.S. embassy but actually CIA 
station chief. Two months later, another 


American was kidnapped, the Reverend 
Benjamin Weir, with five more to follow. 
Then began the protracted secret negotia- 
tions in which Iran toyed with the White 
House, building hopes that Americans 
might be freed just before the 1984 presi- 
dential election — and then again jus; be- 
fore the 1986 congressional elections. 

Iran has also intruded itself in West Ger- 
man politics to obtain $1 billion worth of 
transport aircraft. The Ir anian clerics made 
common cause with Franz Josef Strauss, 
premier of Bavaria and rightist rival of 
Chancellor Helmut KohL Bavaria is the 
center of West Germany’s arms industry, 
and Mr. Strauss is a board member of 
Messerschmitt, the giant aerospace compa- 
ny.

This hap- 
pened before Mr. Chirac’s secret negotia- 
tions resulted in the freeing of French hos- 
tages — a transaction that brought Mr. 
Chirac no victory and France no glory.

When Western 
leaders seek campaign help in Iran, they risk 
being swindled and even humiliated. Ran- 
soming of hostages guarantees two things — 
further hostage-taking and confirmation of 
the denes’ contempt for democracy.

Gridlock in the Sky? 


It is that, sweaty-palm time of year inside 
airports and up in the clouds when all the 
frequent flicra and not-so-frequem seasonal 
travelers converge into one big summer- 
long version of rush hour in the skies. How 
dangerous is it? So far, nobody has reported 
sighting an actual Gridlock Aloft over 
America; but last year at this time, there 
was intense public as well as official con- 
cern about air safety and about delayed or 
nonexistent [tights. Mr travel was up over 
the previous year, and reports of near colli- 
sions seemed to be popping up with alarm- 
ing frequency. Jim Burnett, the chair man of 
the National Transportation Safety Board, 
was voicing strong concerns about the pos- 
sibility of an “erosion of safety" that might 
worsen with increased summer traffic. 

How does it look for this summer? The 
numbers coming from the Federal Aviation 
Administration are better. The agency says 
that for the first three months of 1988, 
reports of near collisions were down 25 
percent from the 1987 period, and incidents 
involving at least one commercial airliner 
dropped from 94 to 69. Operational errors 
(reports of controller errors in main mining 
standards of separation between two air- 
craft) were down from 307 in the first quarter 
of 1987 to 261 in the first quarter of this year. 

The number of controllers has not 
reached the full performance level in train- 


ing and numbers that existed before Presi- 
dent Reagan fired 1 1,483 controllers during 
an illegal strike in 1981, but the work force 
has increased to roughly 15,900. The FAA 
also says it now has started up a long- 
awaited computerized system for predicting 
“saturated sectors" of the skies with enough 
lead time to make adjustments. 

As for service, the statistics show the 14 
largest U.S. carriers operating 78.8 percent 
of their flights on time in March, compared 
with 74.7 percent in February and a low of 
66.4 percent in December 1987. Passenger 
reports of mishandled baggage numbered 
7.48 for every 1,000 in March, compared 
with 8.73 in February and 1 1 .83 in January. 
Consumer complaints were down 21 per- 
cent in April from March, to the lowest 
level since February 1987. 

Those are all encouraging numbers, but 
National Transportation Safety Board of- 
ficials remain concerned that the FAA still 
does noi have the manpower or equipment 
it needs to keep up. There is always dan- 
ger, too, as Mr. Burnett noted last year, 
that “demand to reduce delays may over- 
whelm the counterpressure to maintain 
the public safety." That is a situation that 
both the administration and Congress 
have a responsibility to monitor closely as 
the peak season progresses.

PANAMA CITY — Amid inter- 
agency debate over how to achieve 
the removal of General Mannd 
Antonio Noriega, the U.S. Son th- 
em Command is preparing to take 
aharder line against what is seen as 
increasing harassment by Noriega 
forces, sources here say. 

Among options being consid- 
ered, they say, are intensified U.S. 
militar y exercises, more aggressive 
patrol? and other displays of force 
aimflri at sharpening internal ten- 
sions within the Panama Defense' 
Forces, which General Noriega 
commands. Although the sources 
the actions would not violate 


the 1977 Panama Canal Treaties, 
they are likely to.be viewed as pro- 
vocative by the. Noriega camp. 

White the militar y measures be- 
ing contemplated fall mainly in the 
realm of psychological warfare at 
this point, preparations are being 
made to protect U.S. citizens in 
Panama in the event that a conflict 
breaks out between General Norie- 
ga's 1 6,000-member Defense 
Forces and the 12,000 U.S. troops 
stationed here to defend the Pana- 
ma Canal the sources said. 

The U.S. Embassy has received 
permission from Washington to 
implement a voluntary “authorized 
departure” program, in which 
about 300 dependents of the em- 


bassy’s approximately 180 U.S. 
employees can choose to leave Pan- 
ama and receive living allowances 
until it is safe to return. This is a. 
notch below an “ordered depar- 
ture,” in which the U.S. ambassa- 
dor orders the evacuation of depen- 
dents.

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Prague Takes Off 
The Scaffolding 
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by Robert K. McCabe 


P RAGUE — If there’s a 
world championship of 
civic beauty, Prague is 
right up there on top with 
Paris. Despite the tragedies that 
have narked its history over the 
centuries since h was founded a 
thousand years ago, the heart of the 
Czechoslovak capital today over- 
flows with superb bandings in a 
multitude of styles.

Over much of the last decade, 
however, that had not seemed so. 
Central Prague’s beamy was hid- 
den beneath a maze of scabrous 
boardings, blackened wood and 
rusty scaffolding that forced up 
memories of the dry’s darkest days. 

No more. Now much (but not 
all) of that u gjme« has been 
stripped away. The ancient center 
of the city is suddenly on brilliant, 
fresh-as-paint display. Roman- 
esque, Gothic, Renaissance, Ba- 
roque buddings, all newly renovat- 
ed, vie for attention, and a 
thoughtful and far-ranging renova- 
tion program jqgs right along. 

The centerpiece is the Royal 
Road, a cobblestoned stretch of 
two kilometers (1.2 miles) running 
from the 15 th century Powder 
Tower, on the eastern edge of the 
Old City, along Cdetna Street 
westward across the statue- Bn ed 
Charles Bridge and up to the som- 
ber heights of Hradcany, the hill 
crowned by Prague Castle. Tradi- 
tion has it that this was the route 
followed by the kings or Bohemia 
during their coronations. 

S O far, only the first stage of 
the route has been restored. 
But this section, between the 
Powder Tower and the Old Town 
Square (Staromestske Namesti), 
not only is a sample of what is to 
come but a showcase of the best in 
Prague. And vehicles are banned; 
it’s all a pedestrian zone. So far, 
about 52 buddings have been reno- 
vated in this area at a cost of more 
rhan S31 milli on - 
lining both sinuous Cdetna and 
the square are prime examples of 
all Prague's major styles of archi- 
tecture. The darkly Gothic Tyn 
Church, at the eastern ride of the 
square, dates back to the 14th cen- 
tury. Nearby is the Baroque Kinsky 
Palace, assembled in the late 18th 
century from four medieval budd- 
ings, and across the way is the 14th 
century Old Town Hall, which 
comprises at least 15 multicolored 
facades, partially destroyed by 
German troops during Prague's lib- 
eration 43 years ago last month. 
Part of the damag ed section was 
ddiberatdy left unrestored.

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Picking a Conference Site 
When the Chips Are Down 
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Golden Ring: Medieval Russia’s Legacy

I F YOUR only travel problem light now 
is deciding where to go on vacation, 
spare a thought for people who are 
stuck with organizing a conference. 
They may have their jobs on the line 
“A lot of people have been fired for choos- 
ing the wrong venue — which is the trickiest 
part — or through devoting so much time to 
the event that their other wo A suffers; typi- 
cally, they visit the venue several times when 
they only need to see it once," says Anthony 
Gray-Fort on. chairman of Meetings World 
Group in London, who claims to have orga- 
nized 460 events in 62 countries. “A compa- 
ny went to Venice for its sales conference 
and found a pop group rehearsing in the 
room next door. The guy who arranged it — 
and wbo’d been out on rive inspection trips 
— was fired on the second day." 

The obvious moral is to get yourself pro- 
fessional help. This can come in various 
forms. There are consultants who will handle 
everything, from travel to production. You 
might simply hire a firm sperializzng in 
group travel and do the conference planning 
in house. By all means make use of conven- 
tion and tourist offices, embassies, chambers 
of commerce and hotel chains. "There is so 
much help out there," Gray-Forton says. 

Arthur Lyddall, travel manager for Chev- 
ron in London, says, “The first thing you 
have to consider is do I need some Idnd of 
incentive to make people attend? The smart 
thing is to ctioose somewhere that people 
normally wouldn’t go to spend their own 
money. Then you have to think who your 
de l e ga te s are. Do you want sea and sun or 
museums? Even if you hold a conference in 
London for people who are based there, you 
might choose a venue 10 miles out with a golf 
course: Or people coming from abroad 
might like a country house type of place at 
Windsor. I would say almost every meeting 
should have an incentive, a reward aspect. 

"Other thing s dictate the venue. For ex- 
ample. if you’re going to have senior man- 
agement visiting the conference with the 
main body staying there, you might choose a 
place on an easy commute, such as Brussels 
or Geneva. That’s when you start getting 
influenced -by preferences of the groups. An 
oil company might choose Rotterdam, so 
they can fit in a visit to the refinery, or 
Aberdeen to take them offshore.” 

“If 1 was looking at bringing people in 
from, say SO countries, Fd probably plant 
them somewhere like London, Paris or Am- 
sterdam, quite simply because they would 
not have to change flights. It is a question of 
time and cost — saving on overnights. 
Choosing a venue is getting people in and 
out," Gray-Forton says. 

“Prague can be a good choice if your 
people are coming from the Far East and 
Europe: although if they are all coming from 


one country you’d have a problem — the 
maximum frequency of flights is two a day. 
It is a fascinating East-West gateway and not 
that expensive. Most of the so-called glamor- 
ous places, such as Rio de Janeiro, Hong 
Kong. Acapulco and the Caribbean resorts 
attract incentive meetings. Sao Paulo and 
Rio certainly know what they’re doing. And 
Havana. I was surprised at the professional- 
ism of the conference center. . . . They are 
one jump ahead all the time, though not with 
the smile you get in Hong Kong, the world 
leader; the one place where I could send an 
amateur for a conference and he or she 
would be made a success.” 




Some companies are turning to 
ships as conference venues — especially for 
incentives and product launches. “Last year. 
Abbey Life staged its annual sales meeting 
on Sea Princess, cruising the Aegean,” says 
Ken Clayton, a London-based consultant 
“The people who have really got into this 
market are the Finns; the Finnjet [Sflja line] 
out of Helsinki is promoted as a conference 
venue. It has a 350-seat raked auditorium. 
Companies cruise up the Amazon and sail to 
China. You have limitless possibilities with a 
floating destination." And an organizer only 
has to deal with one supplier. 
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NCE you have identified a venue 
(perhaps two or three) — a city or 
town with a suitable airport, you then 
need to check out the accommodation and 
conference facilities. Your check list would 
include things like, do they have break-out 
rooms for splitting up groups? Will you be 
dashing with another event, say the Monaco 
Grand Prix? Can you get 15,000 photocopies 
between midnight on a Sunday and 8 A.M.7 

All the pundits say one thing? You must 
make an inspection trip to see Tor yourself. 
"A trip may not cost you anything,” Gray- 
Forton says. Most hotels anil cooperate with 
an airline orvice versa to give you a free visiL 
Or else they anil only charge you if you do 
not pick that venue." 

“Fd say only one in a hundred travel 
agents has a trade record with conferences,” 
Gray-Forton says. “The obvious thing to do 
is go to your own travel agent and it’s tbe 
obvious mistake.” 

How do you find (be specialist for your 
needs? Gray-Forton recommends asking an 
association such as the Guild of Business 
Travel Agents in London, or EUROMXC 
(European Meetings, Incentives, Confer- 
ences) in Paris. You can also ask the Institute 
of Travel Managers, ACE (Association of 
Conference Executives) or 1CCA (Interna- 
tional Congress Convention Association). 

Clayton believes it’s best to talk to some- 
body who has organized a conference in 
another company. “But don’t let the suppli- 
ers blind you with science. Know what you 
want to achieve and 'never be afraid to ask 
questions.”

S YOU approach Suzdal on a sunlit 
day. one thing stands out from 
afan the dome over the entrance 
gate of the Convent of the Inter- 
cession, a lone patch of gold that seems to 
catch the sunlight and send it, sh im mering, 
into the long, level distance. 

It is the domes that linger in the mind after 
a visit to Suzdal, Vladimir, Yaroslavl, Ros- 
tov and Zagorsk, the medieval towns that 
make up the heart of what Russians call the 
Golden Ring — a slight misnomer, since the 
towns are spread out to the east, northeast 
and north of Moscow. 

The domes of the Golden Ring towns and 
their northwesterly cousins, Novgorod and 
Pskov, are the clearest legacy of the medieval 
Russian spirit reaching np from mud to 
glory. In the same way. the earthworks and 
the stone or brick battlements that ring the 
towns’ kremlins, or central fortresses, are 
reminders of tbe almost perpetual state of 
siege in which their people lived. 

From the north came Swedes and Finns; 
from the northwest, Lithuanians and Poles; 
from the west, Teutonic knights; from the 
south. Tartars, and from the east, Mongols. 
The medieval Russians looked over the bat- 
tlements to hostile horizons, while within 
their builders created churches. 

The towns grew to glory in the 10th 
through 12th centuries and faded under the 
Tartar onslaught in the first half of the 13th. 
They were suppressed during the two centu- 
ries of what is called the “Tartar yoke,” but 
experienced some renewal in the 16th and 
17tb centuries. 
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HE towering whitewashed churches 
and the domes of green, gold and star- 
dotted blue are in many cases hybrids 



of these periods. The churches took inspira- 
tion from Byzantine architecture and from 
the tall tentlike constructions of tbe northern 
pagans and melded both influences into a 
complex of architectural forms that has be- 
come a metaphor for what is Russian. To see 
the towns and their churches and to hear of 
the persevering faith of their monks — who, 
between wars, ran feudal dominions with up 
to 10,000 serfs — is to gain a sense of a 
national spirit shaped by centuries of con- 
quest and threat. 

To* see them can require some persever- 
ance and endurance as well — particularly 
this summer, which marks the 1000th anni- 
versary of Christianity in what is now Soviet 
territory, an observance that is sure to draw 
many visitors. Zagorsk, the closest of the 
towns to Moscow, is about 90 minutes by 
bus. Vladimir and Suzdal are usually paired 
in excursions, as are Yaroslavl and Rostov. 
Both journeys are four hours by bus from the 
capital. 

Intourist arranges all tours, and the price 
of transportation, guide and admission to 
various buddings and museums is included 
in an overall fee. Intourist is currently dis- 
couraging overnight stays in Yaroslavl and 
Rostov, where many erf the hotels are under- 
going renovation, but good hotels are avail- 
able m Novgorod and Suzdal. An excursion 
to Zagorsk lakes a li ttle more than half a day.

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In most cases tbe monuments, churches 
and nrnigewmg are open from 9 AM. to 5 
PM. Some, although not afl, close for an 
hour’s lunch break, usually (but not always) 
between 2 and 3 PJM. 

It’s a good idea before departure to ask

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they are not tbe same) and which are under 
repair. Also be aware that in some towns, 
including Yaroslavl and Rostov, old 
churches with fragile frescoes dose from late 
October until early May. 

Suzdal and Vladimir 

In Suzdal, there is a large botd-motd 
complex with restaurant, swimming pool 
and sauna. Even better — though difficult to 
get — is a room in a log cabin inside SuzdaTs 
Convent of the Intercession, the Pokrovsky 
Mbnastyr. There is a fine restaurant in the 
convent’s refectory. 

Tbe Pokrovsky Monastyr bears a dose 
look, for its architecture and for its history as 
home to a number of cast-off Russian con- 
sorts, inducting Yevdokhia Lopukhina, the 
first wife of Peter the Great, who “lived like a 
czarina, not a nun,” according to a local 
guide: There are four other monasteries in 
Suzdal and a museum of 19th-century Rus- 
sian life with a magnificent wooden church, 
its domes shingled with aspen. There is also 
one church in use — the Church of the 
Emperor Constantine. 

The heart of the town, however, is the 
kremlin and the Church of the Nativity, with 
its sky-blue domes and their gold stars (cur- 
rently removed for polishing). The gold- . 
etched, carved wooden gates of tbe church, 
covered with scenes from the Gospels, are a 
masterpiece of a Byzantine form of carving 
and gliding waxed copper plates done in the 
13th century. Above them is the beU tower, 
crowned with a traditional tent roof. 

In Vladimir, 22 miles away, it is possible 
to see some of the few frescoes of Andr ei 
Rublyov, the icon painter who was to the 
Russian Middle Ages what Michelangelo 
and Leonardo da Vmri were to the Italian 
Renaissance. These are in the Uspensky Ca- 
thedral, on the city’s main thoroughfare. 

The cathedral, a 12th-century master- 
piece; is still in use, mailing Sundays a good 
time to see an Orthodox service. 

It is possible to stay at the Vladimir Hotel, 
but nearby Suzdal makes a better base. In- 
tourist prices for a one-day excursion to both 
Suzdal and Vladimir range from about $260 
for an individual trip — includin g a guide 
and a car but not meals — to SS2 a person 
for groups of 10 or more, including guide 
and bus transportation. The hotels men- 
tioned above charge about $100 for a double 
room. Individual excursions with a guide 
cost $33 to $50 and last two to three hours. 


whose foundations date from the 13th centu- 
ry, but its most attractive features date from 
the 17th century, particularly the Church erf 
the Resurrection and- the Church of Our 
Saviour Over the Entrance Hall, whose 
frescoes by the artists Gray Nikitin and Sila 
Salvin from the town of Kostroma offer 
bursts of color in the cold interior. 

Internist charges $223 for an individual 
one-day excursion to Rostov and Yaroslavl 
and $38 a person for a group of 10 or more. 

Yaroslavl 

This is the town of the bear. Here, accord- 
ing to legend, Yaroslavl the Wise, son of the 
Prince Vladimir who introduced Christianity 
to Russia, brought the religion up to the 
northern forests, w inning the respect of pa- 
gan tribes by kilting an at tacking bear. Home 
of the first Soviet woman astronaut, Valen- 
tina Tereshkova, Yaroslavl is bedecked with 
oil refineries and ringed with smoke. 

But the town carter is a piece of another 
world, broken off and dropped like a jewel 
amid tbe modem smog. Here refineries are 
replaced by 17th-century red-brick churches 
and tbe haze of smoke by tbe spectacular 
tileworkon the Gmrch of Elijah the Prophet 
and two older churches, the Korovinka Slo- 
. boda ensemble that defines the skyline.' 

Yaroslavl is also home to one of the best 
icon museums in the Soviet Union, run by 
Irina Petrovna, who can date an icon by the 
inclination in a madonna’s bead or the quali- 
ty of sorrow in her eyes. 

Internist offers excursions to Yaroslavl in 
connection with its tour to Rostov, although 
you could book a separate trip at extra cost. 
Though Intourist has no hotel in Yaroslavl, 
there are 90 beds in the Hotel Yaroslavl 
(most double rooms, about $85), with a good 
restaurant. 


partments (as opposed to four-bath hard 
compartments) cost about $54. Hotel ac- 
commodations are provided by the Intourist 
hotel (5100 double) or the simpler Sadko 
($66). Excursions ($50 each) take you from 
St Sophia’s to the 1 2tb-oentury Yuriev Mon- 
astery outside town. 

If an Intourist car is not available, and 
often one is not it is easy to book a taxi for 
yourself and a guide; (he cost will probably 
run no higher than $10 for a two-hour roar. 
A good, traditional Russian lunch can be 
had in the Detineis restaurant. 

It is essential to see St Sophia's and, if 
possible, the faceted chamber that displays 
many icons and such artifacts as birch-bark 
letters scratched out by ninth-century Nov- 
gorodians. (The chamber closes cm an irregu- 
lar basis.) For those not on a prepaid tour, 
admission is 65 cents. 

Some of tbe most riveting frescoes in any 
of the medieval towns are found in a small 
Novgorod church with bizarre exterior deco- 
ration, the Church of the Transfiguration in 
St Elijah Street. Inside are the only remain- 
ing in-place examples of the work of the 
great 14th-century Byzantine fresco artist 
Theophanes the Greek, called here by the 
merchants of the street to paint their new 
church. It is fitting' that one of tbe greatest 
and most delicate works in the town should 
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Rostov 

The bells of Rostov were stilled for years, 
like many others in tbe country, in part 
because of the doring and dismemberment 
of churches from tbe *20s through the Khru- 
shchev era. This spring, they have begun to 
chime again from the belfry of the kremlin 
on Saturday and Sunday. Thor sound 
evokes the 17th century, when Rostov (then 
Rostov the Great) was the seat of one Jonah, 


This town houses the monastery of Trin- 
ity-St. Sergius, which Stalin gave back to the 
hierarchy of the Russian Orthodox Church 
for its bdp during World War IT. From here, 
with the abbot’s blessing, the Russian nobil- 
ity set out to battle the Tartar invaders in 
1380. Although the Russian victory in the 
ensuing battle of Kulikova was odebrated in 
song and story, it offered only a quarter- 
century of respite before the Tartars laid 
waste to town and monastery again. 

In the next 150 years, the monastery was 
increasingly fortified while becoming fam- 
ous as a Russian center of learning. By the 
time the Foies invaded in 1608, seeking to 
put a bogus "son” of Ivan IV (the Terrible) 
on the thrpue of the czars, the walls were 
more than 15 yards thick. 

Even today, with a small Soviet manufac- 
turing and agricultural town lying drably 
beside it, the structure dominates the skyline 
and the imaginati on. Befitt in g the monas- 
tery’s martial history, several of its churches 
were built to mark military victories — most 
particularly the Uspensky (Assumption) Ca- 
thedral, which commemorates Ivan the Ter- 
rible’s conquest of the Tartars at Kazan and 
Astrakhan. 

The refectory has some of the complex's 
sprightliest, If not tbe most memorable, 
artwork. And the icon museum offers a 
sweeping look at die history of Russian ico- 
nography from the 10th century until wefl 
into the 18th. Admission is about 65 cents. 

But most worth visiting is tbe 15th-centu- 
ry Trinity Cathedral, where the body of die 
monastery's founder lies in a silver sarcopha- 
gus. A Trinity by Dublyev once adorned the 
iconostatis; die original has been moved to 
the Tretyakov Gallery in Moscow (now 
dosed), but a copy remains.

Situated along the north-south river route 
from Scandinavia to Byzantium and an entry 
into Russia for Western Europeans, Novgo- 
rod was built on two sides of the River 
Volkhov. The “Sophia side,” named for the 
cathedral, was the center of defense, reli- 
gious worship and the city ootintiL Church 
architecture on this side ranges from the I4th 
to tbe 18th centuries. On the other side were 
the churches and the now-vanished stalls of 
the merchants — tbe churches built, at least 
in tbe case of the tallow-makers' and the 
doth-makers* guilds, in part to glorify God 
and in part to provide fireproof basement 
storage space for merchants' wares. 

Novgorod, whose great warrior-leader Al- 
exander Nevsky beat the Lithuanians and 
tbe Teutonic knights in separate battles, was 
the only one of the major Russian medieval 
towns not conquered by the Mongol golden 
horde. It was Nazi soldiers in the 20th centu- 
ry who destroyed the town, vandalizing 25 of 
the 26 churches, including large parts of tbe 
Sophia cathedral. They have been rebuilt 
where possible, making Novgorod the most 
recent example of a centuries-okl tradition 
of renewal in the towns that have outlived 
their conquerors. ■

38,703 in 1980 and 32360 last 
year. While large estates and 
luxurious apartment buildings 
are sail being constructed, the 
most prevalent tendency is co- 
ward lower-cost bousing and 
apartment developments — 
often for use as secondary resi- 
dences for seasonal visitors. 

Optimists constantly con- 
tend the region’s housing mar- 
ket is on the verge of a turn- 
around. They point out that 
since the October stock mar- 
ket crash, real estate has re- 
gained its position as die 
Frenchman’s favorite invest- 
ment (76 percent of the 


French population with 
50,000-100,000 francs to invest 
prefer to put their money in 
real estate, according to one 
survey) and claim char Euro- 
peans with strong currencies 
are Hocking to the region.

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the limited supply of upmar- 
ket sites and villas in Germa- 
ny’s big dries is another. He 
claims char the prices of a 
luxury condominium on a 
prime site can climb as high as 
5,000 to 8,000 Deutsche marks 
(12.900 to $4,700) per square 
meter. 

This sector of the market 
seems to have been untouched 
by the 1982-1986 real estate 
crisis during which the prices 
of family homes and normal 
condominiums tumbled. 

Even last October’s stock 
market crash had no notice- 
able impact on Germany’s 
luxury real estate market. Pre- 
dictions chat post-crash inse- 
curity would lead to a sharp 
increase in property invest- 
ment turned out to be wrong. 
Nor was there a drastic decline 
in demand. Says Mr. Dieter 
Luekrn, spokesman for the 
Swiss real estate firm Emerald 
Home in Germany, "There is 
a growing demand for luxuri- 
ous condominiums in prime 
locations. Most buyers arc 
looking for the comfortable 
life, a luxurious place in a 
small apartment complex 
with a caretaker who keeps 
rite place in top shape at all 
rimes.” 

Paris is even more of a 
seller’s market. "There's ten 
percent offer for 90 percent 
demand,” says Xavier Bran, 
director of the Neveu real es- 


tate agency in the 10th arron- 
dissement, who says that most 
home hunters tend to look in 
well-known, prestigious 
neighborhoods. Since the ren- 
ovation of the Moulin de la 
Galecte. some adventurous 
souls have located ac the Butte 
Montmartre. In general, 
though, it is the more tradi- 
tional areas — most of which 
are tm the Right Bank — that 
are keenly sought after. 

Dominated largely by the 
French, the marker is also 
composed of ocher Europeans, 
Chinese and Japanese, and 
some Americans. The once 
considerable Arab presence 
has virtually dried up. The 
present market in Paris, says 
Pierre Baton, head of Groupe 
Pierre Bacon, which deals ex- 
clusively in apartments on the 
Right Bank, is composed prin- 
cipally of old apartments — 
most of which need to be 
completely redone to warrant 
their often high price. "People 
wane to sell apartments which 
were last done over 20 years 
ago for the price of an entirely 
new one,” says Mr. Baron. 

Bur then the right address 
is as crucial as the right ameni- 
ties. A beautiful apartment 
overlooking the Seine with a 
southern exposure and Bu- 
reaux address for a price of 
10,000 francs per square meter 
($136 per square foot) is an 


absolute no-no — the same 
apartment overlooking the 
Seine with a northern view in 
Neuilly will easly go foe three 
rimes the price,” says Nieveu’s 
Brun, who adds "the right 
address, die right neighbor- 
hood, and the right schools 
are important for buyers.” 

On average, the price of 
property in a prestige neigh- 
borhood can vary from 35.000 
to 60,000 francs pa square 
meter ($330 to $930 per 
square foot). 

It is, of course, coo early co 
tell how buyers will react to 
the impending restitution of 
France’s wealth tax. For the 
moment — and as a general 
rule in Paris — "whatever is 
beautiful will sell,” says Jac- 
ques Oiaratgnier, head of 
Hampton & Sons. "The de- 
mand is so great that there are 
several potential buyers for 
each luxury apartment put on 
the market” Most such apart- 
ments have doubled or tripled 
in value over the past three 
years, according co die Cham- 
brc des Notaries de Paris.

The marker is bullish. 
Since last October, property 
prices have hit an all-time 
high.

Most luxury apartments are 
leased, and this is proving to 
be equally profitable. Prices 
for luxury leasing have risen

Furthermor e , the current 
shortage of accommodations 
in prime areas means high 
rent and greater demand.

Karen 
Choi of Chi Wo Properties 
notes, "Yes, there is a great 
supply of luxurious accommo- 
dations. But tenants are mote 
aware of quality touches and 
modem facilities, so for the 
kind of luxury they want, the 
supply situation is still very 
oghr” 

The scene is dunging fast, 
according to Richard Ellis’s 
property expert. Richard Bcl- 
lofd. "Only two years ago, 
you’d be shown so-called luxu- 
ry apartments with four bare 
walls and a parquet floor. Buy- 
ers, both Chinese and Europe- 
an, today are better educated.

the economic climate here.” 

Ironically, the feeling of 
bullishness certainly extends 
to the outside world. Canada, 
Australia, America all are part 
of the outgoing cash flow into 
properries abroad 

So how much money is 
leaving Hong Kong? No sta- 
tistics are kept as such, but 
Johannes Busch, a director of 
Busch Worldwide Property 
Consultants, makes a tough 
guess and places the figure 
near HK$3 billion (U.S. $380 
million). 

Despite the tremendous 
fear of a "brain drain," most 
Chinese are still buying prop- 
erty abroad for speculation 
rather than for actually living 
there. 

'The Chinese are, like any- 
one else, looking for good 
profits in the long term,” says 
Mr. Busch.

In New 
York and San Francisco, there 
is an oversupply. England is 
over-priced 

"Europe ^.definitely not in 
the cards. Not because of the 
price, but because every coun- 


try has different rules, differ- 
ent laws; making knowledge 
much too difficult. Hong 
Kong investors prefer to go in 
where they know they’re ac- 
cepted freely.” 

Other Southeast Asian 


countries are very attractive 
financially. Thailand for in- 
stance, has very cheap residen- 
tial rents and the country is 
certainly among the most sta- 
ble in the region. But the 
labyrinth of rules and laws 
makes it difficult to simply 
come in. One Chinese inves- 
tor was mote frank: 

Tve put quite a bit of 
money into Thailand” he 
said "but there’s no record of 
it there. If they straightened 
out their legislation, I could 
do more. Right now, you have 
to do a lot of deals under the 
table, and that cuts down my 
profits.” 

Australia is a special case. 
With some fear — a political 
fear — that the "Asians" were 
taking over, a law was enacted 
early last year forbidding for- 
eign investment The law was 
changed again, and this rime, 
according ro Mr. Busch, it’s to 
Hong Kong's advantage.

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N the 1960s, American 
businessman Joseph 
McMI eking brought over 
Robot Trent Jones to design 
the course for a new develop- 
ment at Sotogrande in south- 
ern Spain. In the ensuing years 
Mr. Jones created a further 
eight courses on the coast and 
many more throughout Eu- 
rope Now the Costa, del Sol is 
preparing for a fresh surge of 
golf course construction. 

For British golfers flocked 
co the Costa del Sol to play the 
new courses and liked what 
they found. Jones had intro- 
duced two new grasses: Ber- 
muda for the fairways and 
Penncross Bent for the greens. 
This was American target 
golf, not the normal British 
pitch and run style of play. 

The new golf tourist gave a 
tremendous boost to real es- 
tate. As the golf courses 
turned valueless arid land into 
desirable real estate, the devel- 
opers found an eager market. 
They didn't have to look far 
foe buyers, fat large groups of 
up to two hundred golfers 
were flooding down to the 
Costa del Sol between Octo-

of these today is £125 ,000-” 
He added: "Golf property 
shows a minimum of 20 per- 
cent appreciation each year. I 
have six people who boughc 
on the first phase of La Quinta 
with a 20 percent deposit. 
They re-sold their properties 
before final payment became 
due, showing a £20,000 profit 
on the total price. 

Speculative investment is 
on the increase. One company 
which specializes in it is Picsa, 
a real estate agency in Mar- 
bella. David Crothall, the 
firm’s English managing di- 
rector, commented "An in- 
creasing number of purely 
speculative investors wish to 
place money in good develop- 
ments, which wc arrange and 
whose re-sale wc handle when 
die property is completed 


Most dienes invest between

congressional panel said 
Thursday that an economic 
slowdown in West Germany 
was retarding growth in Eu- 
rope, with a resulting negative 
impact in the rest of the world. 

The blunt report by the 
Joint Economic Committee 
called on West Germany “as 
the strongest economy in Eu- 
rope" to adopt major changes 
in its fiscal and monetary poli- 
cies. It argued that it was an 
appropriate time for Bonn to 
make policy changes since it 
ran almost no risk of inflation. 

After three years of expan- 
sion in its grass national prod- 
uct at rates or 2.4 percent to 3 
percent. West Germany post- 
ed only a 1.7 percent gain in 
1987. and the outlook for this 
year is little belter, the U.S. 
committee said. 

“If Europe's momentum is 
to help pull the world econo- 
my ahead, much will depend, 
of course, on the policy re- 
sponse in the rest of the 
world," the report said. “But it 
is difficult to see how substan- 
tial world economic growth 
can be achieved without a re- 
vival of domestic demand and 
imports in Europe."

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U.S. Asserts Japan 
Dumps Rubber 
Used in Autos

WASHINGTON — The U.S. International 
Trade Commission decided on Thursday that 
U.S. industry had been damaged by nitrile rub- 
ber imports from two Japanese companies sold 
at less than fair market value, a spokesman said. 

Two Japanese companies, Nippon Zeon Co. 
and Japan Synthetic Rubber Co., account Tor 
oii U.S. imports of nitrile rubber, which is used 
by the automobile industry for hoses, gaskets 
and seals, ITC officials said. 

Jim Craig, a spokesman for the U.S. commis- 
sion, said the panel’s findings would be sent to 
the Commerce Department, which could im- 
pose a duty on the imports. 

The Commerce Department has found a 
“dumping margin” of 146.5 percent, according 
to the ITC meaning any future UiL import 
duty could be an equivalent amount. 

Uniroyal Chemical Co., a unit of Avery Inter- 
national Corp_ riled the complaint. The other 
three U.S. makers of nitrile rubber are B.F. 
Goodrich Co„ Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. 
and Copolymer Rubber & Chemical Coip^ a 
unit of Armtek Corp. 

Japan’s nitrile rubber imports to the United 
States were valued at S26.I million in 1987, up 
from S20.1 million in 19S6 and SlS.9 million in 
1985. according to official U.S. figures. 

U.S. production rose to 151.1 million pounds 
in 1987 from 1 12.6 million pounds the year 
before, the ITC spokesman said. 

The ITC is an independent, bipartisan fact- 
finding agency with broad powers to investigate 
the impact of foreign trade on UJL production, 
employment and consumption. Its finding is 
subject to appeal. 

The ITC has found several cases of Japanese 
dumping on U.S. markets in recent years. The 
products involved indude mobile telephones, 
computer chips and industrial bearings. 

In April, the U.S. truck industry filed a com- 
plaint with the Commerce Department over 
Japanese exports of compact trucks to the Unit- 
ed States. 

But the Motor Vehicle Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation did not initiate formal dumping charges, 
which observers said would be hard to prove

(Continued from first finance page) 
supervisory body outside the civil 
sendee. The idea here is to remove 
the government from any direct in- 
volvement in **<**"et affairs. 

Two stock exchange officials im- 
mediately lent support to the 
study’s recommendations. 

The exchange’s recently appoint- 
ed chief executive, Robert Fell, pre- 
dicted that exchange members 
would find the report “broadly, a 
favorable document." Robert Yue, 
chairman of the exchange’s man- 
agement committee, called its rec- 
ommendations "quite reasonable." 

Stock exchange members are to 
discuss the proposals next week. 

Neither Mr. Fdl nor Mr. Yue 
would predict how individual bro- 
kers, who comprise about 70 per- 
cent of exchange membership, 
would react to the recommenda- 
tion that corporate members be ap- 
pointed to the governing council. 

Legislation will be necessary to 
change the council’s structure un- 
less 75 percent of the membership 
votes to lift the ban. 

The Securities Review Commit- 
tee's study was headed by Ian Hay 
Davison, a former chief executive 
and deputy chairman of Lloyd’s of 

London. 

Mr. Hay Davison declared 
Thursday that Hong Kong should 
aim to become "the pre-eminent 
capital market in Southeast Asia,” 
drawing major companies of die 
region that seek to raise new funds. 

Among the committee's other 
major recommendations were: 

• A call to extend settlement pe- 
riods to three days in order to give 
overseas institutions time to com- 
ply with deadlines. 

• An end to the practice erf "back 
door” listing, whereby a firm may 
forego the standard listing require- 
ments by purchasing the shell of a 
nonfunctiooing company stiH list- 
ed on the stock exchange.

/l Truman Capote's last and unfinished 
novel, came from an aphorism attributed to St 
Teresa — that more tears ate shed over an- 
swered prayers than unanswered ones; and as 
chronicled by Gerald Clarice's gossipy biogra- 
phy, Capote’s life emerges as an all u» graphic 
mediation of that saying. 

As a teenager. Capote bad determined “to 
be somebody and be remembered,** as he onoe 
wrote in a poem; and by his early 20s be had 
succeeded in elbowing his way into the.most 
g Krrprir>g aides of New York society. 

He would achieve fame and wealth as a 
writer and become a confidant of the rich and 
famous, yet by the late 1960s he had already 
drifted into disenchantment, be ginn i n g a long 
and painful slide into alcohol, puls aim bitter 
rec rimination . 

Hav ing had access to Capote for some nine 
years before his death in 1984, Clarke has been 
able to re-create much of his life with novehstic 
detail, fluently conjuring up for os both die 
rarefied worlds he inhabi ted in Manhattan, 
Pari* and Palm Springs, California, and the 
gothic, storybook world of his childhood in 
Alabama, which would indeHbiy shape his am- 
bitions and his fears.

Clarke reports, the most 
talked-about writer of 1948 — a development 
dne in large measure to the startling photo he 
chose for the back cover of the book, a portrait 
of the author as a narcissistic enfant terrible. - 
The fame accrued by “Other Voices" and 
later works led, in turn, to more introductions 
to society, more diversions from work. 

Capote went to London, visited with Cecil 
Beaton, Somerset Maugham, Evelyn Waugh 
and NoSl Coward. He had affairs (or claimed 
to) with EnoT Flynn and John Garfield; and 
became friends (and later antagonists) with 
Tennessee W illiam* and Gore Vidal * 

Clarke devotes an enormous amount - of 
space in this book to such antics — and to 
Capote’s various love affairs and flin gs, while 
often breezing over his actual writing. Al- 
though be gives us a thorough appraisal of “In 
Cold Blood” (including a fascinating examina- 
tion of Capote’s conflicted relationship with 
the murderer Perry Smith), be skims over “The 
Grass Harp" in five pages and “Breakfast at 
Tiffany’s” in two. 

In the end, though. Capote seems less sym- 
pathetic than merely pathetic. Vengeful, petty 
and opportunistic, he ended by cutting off tiis 
own family and betraying the confidence^ of 
his best friends — and in doing so, be insured 
that his lifelong fear of abandonment would 
become a self-fulfilling prophecy.

He said That sounds 
great, Fll be right over.’" 


When she asked Don Henley to sing the 
part of a dick yuppie picking up an air- 
brushed airhead in a suburban shopping 
mall for “S nakes and Ladders," she was 
afraid the ex-Eagle with a reputation for 
life in the fast i«ne might resent such type- 
casting. “Can you get into this?” she asked 
him “Are you kidding?" he replied: “This 
is my Hfe." 

The saxophonist Wayne Shorter, fea- 
tured on “A Bird That Whistles,” an adap- 
tation of the traditional song “Cortina 
Corrina," made nine takes on nine separate 
tracks. “Each one was more incredible than 
the last,” she said. "He’s such a creative 
improviser. What I usually do with Wayne 
is sort of combine all his takes, move things 
around. He trusts me by now, he’s used to 
giving me the raw material and then. I 
compose a piece from it So he finished the 
ninth one and said, ‘Okay, Joni, I'm going 
home. Now you sculpt’ ”

gift for me. I have personal and eccentric 
ideas about rhythm and I don't have the 
time to learn to play drums.

Her survival reflects an ability to analyze 
nnA to cope with change:

Then in the '50s with rode ’o’ roll it was — 
wow! — mischief. Rode *n* roll was vital it 
was wild and forbidden, it was a breach 
with what went before and it was our very 
own. Then the ‘Italians’ jumped in with the 
pretty boys. If the kid looked good, talent 
didn’t matter. After that, the lead guitar 
came forward, the musicians were dancing. 
The amplifiers increased in size along with 
world tensi on — volume and anguish went 
together. Following that was a craving for 
deeper ideas. Then the punks came along, 
faces went deadpan and the attitude 
was T don’t have to prove Tm creative.' 
Creativity took a nosedive in favor of the 
rebel punk pose. 

“Having seen that before, having been a 
punk myself in the ’50s, I could go along 
with it up to a point. Mindless eras can be a 
relief. But Bob Dylan had set a certain 
standard for lyricism and I thought, surely 
they aren’t going to throw the baby out 
with the bathwater."
